  (b) Report Not later than March 1, 2024, the Secretary of Veterans Affairs and the Secretary of Defense shall submit to the appropriate congressional committees a report on the results of the study conducted under subsection (a).

  (2) The Committee on Veterans’ Affairs of the Senate. 
  (3) The Committee on Natural Resources of the House of Representatives. 
  (4) The Committee on Energy and Natural Resources of the Senate.
